For information of Boston CAIN, who was Chief. 
Investigator for Cook County and a flunky for SAM GIANCANA, 
was shotgunned to death in Chicago 12/20/73. He fronted for 
GIANCANA in Mexico and boasted of freebooting exploits 
throughout Latin America. Although deceased, it is considered 
by Mexico City that his activities are still of possible 
interest especially as they may related to GIANCANA. 

State Department cable 1/18/74, classified confidential -^ 
related information from a Maltese source in New York that an 
American using the name DICK SCOTT had been in Malta purposing 
the establishment of a second gambling casino. Reportedly 
SC0TT*s real name was SCALIZITTI, residence Calzaba Taccubaya 
74-301, Mexico City.j^^ 

The Security Office, American Embassy, Mexico Citv, 
was notified that SCALZ.ITTI was a known alias of CAIN. 
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advised 2/28/74 that Ap artment 301 at

SEYMOUR 1 s address 
book. She identified BROWN as RICHARD CAIN from a picture 
in a ’’Time" magazine article concerning his murder in Chicago.

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'He noted that SEYMOUR was using narcotics and 
apparently intended the yacht for narcotics smuggling. 

He noted that SEYMOUR’S address book listed the De Nants 
Clinic in Switzerland and through his espionage contacts he 
learned this was a clinic for addicts. BROWN noted that 
he is known in Colombia as SCALIZITTI and reports that on 
11/16/73 he conferred with personnel of the U. S. and 
French Embassy in Bogota and on 11/17/73 had dinner with the 
Secretary of Government in Colombia, the most important 
official in that country, at which time the Chief of Police 
CARLOS ARTURO CASTRO GARCI was assigned to coordinate this 
investigation. 

The file also contains a report in Spanish to 
SCALIZITTI from CASTRO.
